Beaty said Fall told h im h e 
would give preference to th e com­ 
pany th at acquired title to certain 
placer mining claims th en exist- 
ant on th e dome. Sinclair already 
h ad acquired th ese titles and turn­ 
ed th e quit-claims over to th e gov­ 
ernment. 
Beaty learned of th e Sinclair 
lease a week after it was signed.

Hence the saying— “ Sani 
tat ion and Cleanliness 
the 
best 
medicines.” 
In addition to diseases are in­ 
testinal 
worms Which 
are 
re­ 
sponsible for untold losses in the 
poultry business. Worms do much 
more damage in young stock than 
in old, and in cases of serious in­ 
festation there is practically nc 
chance of ridding the 
flock 
of 
w'orniT without rendering the flock 
almost useless for future profits. 
Hence again 
prevention is the 
best medicine. 
Clean Hou.hch and 
(lea n (iroiiiul 
As mentioned in a previous ar­ 
ticle of 'this series, 
the brooder 
house should be thoroughly clean­ 
ed and disinfected before chicks 
I arc put in so that no possible in- 
I fection will be obtained because 
I of the germs present in the house. 
I It is a good idea every week or 


j so to give the house a good clean­ 
ing and 
disinfection. 
It is pos- 


j sible that germs are carried in by 
j birds, dogs, even by the attend- 


I ants in walking 
from 
the old 


I flock to the young flock, and no 


j chances should be taken in allow­ 
ing disease to break out if at all 
i possible to prevent it. 
The drop- 
i pings should be removed often and 
; taken away from the chick range 
because 
they 
are 
a 
constant 
source of reinfection in case any 
of the chicks have any diseases. 
The ground is a constant source 
of infection for chicks if it was 
u.sed the previous 
season 
for 
chicks or if the old 
birds have 
been 
ranging 
on it. 
Disease 
germs will hang over in the soil 
from year to year, and if there 
were any germs last season, it is 
likely they are still present in po­ 
tent form. 
Worm eggs will live 
in the soil from year to year. 
For these reasons the brooder 


house should be moved to ground 
on which no chicks or old birds 
h^ve ran|peid 
for two 
years or 
more.. In other w'ords, it is prob- 
libiy safe to range chicks on the 
sahie ground every third year 
so far as we know' at the present 
time. This ground should be cul­ 
tivated in the meantime so as to 
get fresh soil to the surface. This 
system makes it necessary to ha>|f^ 
movable brobded houses that can 
be moved from year to year, and 
even during the same year. 
| 
In bad outbreaks of coccidiosis, : 
one of the worst chick diseases. ' 
it is often advisable to move the 
houses several times during the; 
season m order to get away from | 
infected soil and danger of re-in­ 
fection.

In some sections of the coun­ 
try where the poultry farms are 
small, and where all the ground 
they have is infected badly with ' 
disease and infested with worms, 
they are rearing their chicks in 
confinement on concrete or wire 
floors w'hich can be cleaned and 
disinfected daily, thereby prevent­ 
ing infection or bad outbreaks of 
disease. 
While this system will 
control disease and w’orms it is 
not likely that as strong and vig­ 
orous pullets 
can be 
grown as 
when ranged on good, clean out­ 
door ranges. 
Keep Stoi-ks Separated

some disease present or which are 
not infested to a more or less ex­ 
tent with w’orms.

F or the past nine years, Ja ck Dempsey was a contender in what­ 
ever heavyw eight championship m atches were held, and whenever 
Dempsey stepped into the ring one could be sure th a t lie hated his ad­ 
versary sufficiently to m ake a tight of it. Demj>sey’s forte, in ta ct, was 
the hate which he was able to conjure up about his opponent. 
A ga inst G eorges Carpentier, whom he could have defeated under 
any circum sta nces, Ja c k worked up quite a nice little hate because the

the hero of the war, w hereas Dempsey had 
barely made the shipyards.

The Frenchm an had backed Gene a ga inst the ropes in the j 
fourteenth round, when suddenly Tunney ripped a right and left to the j 
body. 
“ Georgeous G eorges,” as they called him at the time, wilted and 
sank to the canvas. 1 he Frenchm an clutched his groin and whimpered 
that lie had been fouled. 
I never shall forget the tw ist of Tunney*s Up* as he glided a cross j 
rbig to a neutral corner, m uttering: 
“F a k e r!” 
To < a rp cn tier’s credit, it must be said tha t he got up and m otion­ 
ed to Tunney to com e on and finish him—deliver the coup de gra ce— 
in the next round. Hut th a t was the only occasion, in all the fights in 
which Tunney has indulged, in which I knew him to lose his tem per. 
Certainly a t Chicago Tunney had only a disinterested sort of sym ­ 
pathy for the beaten Dempsey. 
Now, what about the coming fight? Tom Heeney certainly is not 
the type of man to inspire hate in any opponent. Nor can the New 
Zealander seem to w ork up any adequate hate on his own behalf. He 
and Gene will enter the ring as good friends as they are today',— and 
equulh as good friends— they will leave the ring a fter their battle.
